At  0930  AU  I tias  called  from  ny  office  by  a group  of 
enlisted  men  etanding  la  front  of  Bldg  315  located  at  Brooke  AFBt 
to  eee  an  object  that  %ns  In  el;y«  I just  obsc^rred  this  object 
which  at  first  appeared  to  me  to  be  a weather  ballon*  It  was  round 
and  reflected  the  eua  as  though  it  was  eilwer  in  oolor*  This  object 
just  horered  in  i^proeimtely  the  same  s-sot  aoid  eeeiMd  to  wobble 
occasionally*  X momentarily  shifted  my  eyes  to  another  direction 


and  eaw  two  more  of  these  same  objects  trtv^ling  at  tremendoua 
speed*  Cne  jpae  headed  in  epproxisutely  and 

at  about  3SCf  • They  crossed  the  sky  la  about  3 to  7 seconds  and  both 


ths  other  vms  headed 


appeared  to  go  into  a steep  climb  and  disappear  from  sight*  The 
first  object  was  still  in  its  some  position  and  still  continued  to 
wobble*  X loft  the  scene  and  called  Base  (^rations  and  asked  if  they 
had  say  radar  In  operation*  as  X had  spotted  those  peculiar  objects 
in  the  sky*  The  only  equipment  tiiey  had  was  an  A?0  13  which  weathor 
was  \kslng  to  spot  thtnder  stonas*  Fifteen  minutes  later  X returned 
the  object  was  still  in  the  sky  and  in  approsloately  the  sams  position^ 


It  did  not  disappear  wtil  1010  All  and  when  it  did  it  also  left  on 
a heading  of  about  *

At  about  0915,  9 Oetobor  199&  X obterrod  ooreral  poopla 
•tandia(  in  front  of  Ifao  buildlas  looking  up  at  tbo  sIqt*  They  said 
thojr  noro  imtohlaA  ft  round  silTsrjr  objoot  vmj  up  In  the  sky* 
Suddendly  Captftln^BBi*  nho  ms  ons  of  ^s  psopls  watohing  said 
lliat  hs  saw  2 ethsr  objoots  traTsling  at  a high  rabo  of  sposd  across 
tho  sky  near  this  first  ebjoot*  then  sped  upmrd  out  of  sight* 

At  ihftt  tins  I boosBS  intsrsstod  and  wont  cut  In  front  of  the 
building*  I finilly  looatod  tho  objoot  vhioh  sosnsd  to  bs  stationary 
at  ft  Tory  bi|^  altituds*  It  shono  Tory  bristly  in  tho  s\m*  I 
inssdiatoly  thought  it  was  ft  woithor  balloon  and  so  rosarlosd*  At 
tixios  it  sooDod  to  mTor  and  osoiUato  back  and  forth  but  X bolloro 
this  was  duo  to  ny  oyoo»  einoo  wo  woro  looldng  almost  diroctly 
into  tho  onn*  X watohod  it  intomlttently  for  about  fiftoon  minutoo 
and  it  did  not  porooptably  dtaxigo  si  to  or  ohapo*  During  ihis  tirao 
Captain  ^^■noaXlod  Baso  Oporations*  1 ^on  went  to  ooffOO  for 
about  tamty  minutos  thon  rotumod  indoors*  Xt  was  thitty  to 
forty  minutos  that  it  did  not  soom  to  moro  up  or  doMn  or  get 
largor  or  sskaller*  2 did  not  obserro  what  happen#^  to  tho  objoot* 

X bolloro  ihat  tho  objoot  X saw  was  a weather  balloon*  I did  not 
soo  ths  two  morlng  objects  rof erred  to  by  Captain  l^it*  There 
were  no  clouds  In  the  sky*
